The Stage of Maturity 
For Harvesting Cereal 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


(ACCOMPANIED ON HAZARDOUS

The relatively short growing sea- 
son in the grain growing districts of 
the prairies together with the possi- 
‘bility of damage from wind, hail, 
frost, excessive rainfall, insects, etc., 
make the problem of when to start 
cutting the different’ cereals a peren- 
nia; question that arises with each 
successive harvest. Further compli- 
cations are the result of the introduc- 
tion of new varieties, and new me- 
thods of harvesting due to new types 
of harvesting machinery. 

Influences which materially affect 
both the yield and quality of the 
threshed grain function during the 
formation and maturing of the ker- 
nel, thus making this period one of 
the most critical in the production of 
cereal crops in districts with a short 
growing season such as obtains in 
Central Alberta. Very hot, very dry 
and very windy weather or plant dis- 
ease in epidemic form tend to shorten 
the ripening period and at the sam: 
time reduce the yield per acre, the 
weight per measured bushel, and pos- 
sibly the grade, and at the same time 
increase the protein content of the 
grain. Cool, damp weather tends to 
vengthen the ripening period, increase 
the yield per acre and the per cent 
of starch in the kernel and thus low- 
er the protein content and the com- 
mercial grade of the grain. Frost in- 
jury may reduce the yield and lower 
both the commercial grade and mill- 
ing quality of the threshéd grain.

IGEASE OF WHEAT 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Basal glumerot of wheat is rather 
common but it is usually considered 
of minor importance. It attacks the 
leaves, glumes and kernels. It is not 
conspicuous’. on the leaves but | is 
shown on the giumes as a distifct 
inky, black area at the base.

WAS ONLY ORNAMENTAL 


With the tomato so widely used 
and enjoying such universal popular- 
ity as it does today, it seems hard to 
realize that for nearly two centuries 
it was used only as an ornamental 
garden plant. Like the tobacco plant, 
the tomato is a native of the West- 
ern Hemisphere, its. original habitat 
probably having been Peru. The na- 
tives of Mexico called it Xitomatve 
and its first appearance in Nortn 
America records about 1871, It was 
not until well on in the nineteenth 
century that the tomato, one of the 
most nutritious of fruits, came into 
popular favour on this. continent.— 
Dominion Fruit Branch. 


distinguished by their bleached ap- 
pearance. The disease is very con- 
spicuous on the kernels as a small 
deep black area at the germ end. If 
the grains are attacked early the in- 
vasion may cause severe shrivelling. 

Wheat seeds are, of course, affect- 
ed by various other troubles caused 
by bacteria and fungi. These should 
not be confused with the basal 
glumerot, however, when the 'distinct- 
ive markings as mentioned above are 
kept in mind, Some work on basal 
glumerot has been done at the Do-. 
minion Laboratory of Plan Pathology 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, where 
Plant disease specimens may be sent 
for examination. = 

Seeds which show the characteris- 
tic basal glumerot lesions, whether 
shrivelled or not, usually germinai< 
normally, without any noticeable in- 
jury to the seedling. As a gene-al 
rule however, farmers should avoid 
the use of seed samples containing a 
lange number of discoloured kernels. 

Basal glumerot of wheat is wide- 
spread in the United States and n 
has been reported from all three 
prairie provinces of Canada. It has
